The Experiment Is a plan 
whereby anyone may go abroad, 
not just to see a country, hut to 
learn to know Its people. IJnrIng 
the Inst two decades, the Experi- 
ment has provided some B.OOO 
students with personal contacts 
in 25 countries around the world. 
Under this plan, each individual 
lives half tho summer as a mem- 
ber of a Eolcctéd family in an- 
other country. 

Experiment groups of five men 
and five women live In the same 
town for Iho first four weeks 
among separate families, where 
there are people of their own age. 
Each group has a trained -lead- 



er who serves as advisor In help- 
ing It understand the other cul- 
ture. During the second half of 
the summer tho visitor Itiyites his 
host to accompany tho grotjp on 
a camping or bicycling trip to 
other parts of the country. Dy 
singing, 'dancing, rooking, and 
bicycling together.the visiting 
students and. their "foreign" hosts 
strengthen their mutual under- 
.slandlngs. 

The Experiment Is not limited 
to one snmmer. The Experimenter 
forms permanent links which fre- 
quently lead to return visile. The 
experience gained In a strange 
environment also aids him In sol- 
ving other problems in human 
relations. 

T otal cost of these student 
trips Is very reasonable, ranging 
between C90 and 700 dollars.

Attacked Bn 
Talk By Bloch 

ICmntanuel Hloch. defense at- 
torney In the recent controver- 
sial 'Ilosenberg case, addressed n 
large audience In the Union Ball- 
rootn Tuosdiiy afternoon, apenk- 
tng on tho lopic "Civil Liberties 
in the L'.S.A." 

Attacking .Senator Joseph .Mc- 
Carthy," .Mr. nioch asserted that 
tho senator had begun a public 
relations campaign to convince 
the Amerlcanipeopio thitt persons 
availing themsoTt'cs of Ihe pri- 
vilege against self-incrimination 
granted by tho Fifth Amendment 
to the United Slates C'onNtllutloii 
necessarily admitted their guilt. 

He said that McCarthy et al, 1» 
contrast to tho democratic belief 
of Innocence until proof of guilt 
Is supplied, are now "trying to 
Introduce Into our legal (and cer- j 
tolnly our political) thinking that 
a man Is guilty If a Congressional 
Committee says lie Is". 

Accusallons can now bo made 
In closed session; by the tluu' thai 
the accused is heard the original 
charge has been so publicized that 
It sticks. This Mr. Bloch describ- 
ed "A new cancer poisoning the 
political climate". 

Political ideas, he said, were 
never originally supposed to be 
the HubJectH of sovemnit-MitHl In- 
quiry — but witnesses aro now 
compelled to reveal their politicil 
philosophy, either entirely or In 
part,

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Why Class Executives? 



w For a variety of reasons, we don't in- 
[Éend to vote in today's ASUS class clect- 
hpns. It isn't only that the candidates be- 
ifore us are merely a number of names on 
a list of whom we know nothing, but we 
also doubt the value of electing anybody 

• as Arts and Science class executives . 

• It is a position for which we see no 
•.worthwhile future — despite the sincere 
good intentions of people who hold them. 
"Class spirit" is not likely to be furthered 
V at social gatherings where people who 
don't know each other will drink beer to- 
gether and chat with various professors 
whose courses they don't take. In fact, the 
creation of class spirit in the hcterogenious 
faculty of Arts and Science verges upon 
Impossibility — and seems liardly worth 
the effort. Why then, have class executi- 
ves? 

We have a sneaking suspicion that Don 
Stirling, President of ASUS, agi-ees with 
us — at least on the futility of class ex- 
ecutives. Certainly his defense of tlie in- 
stitution recently in The Daily, although 
refreshingly honest, could hardly have been 
less convincing. 

"The obligations . . . are not extensive," 
says Stirling, "in reality they are actually 

* minute." Indeed, "the only position that 
holds any real possibility of continued ef- 
fort, is the position of 4th year President." 

- And yet it is felt that by merely hold- 
ing these positions and performing the 
:"minute" obligations, the ASUS can "train 



and prepare people for further positions in 
Arts and Science." We doi\'t see how. 

• We certainly don't see the necessity for 
4 executives in each class — almost as many 
as in most undergraduate societies. The 
duties seem minute enough to be fully 
handled by one competent person, and the 
statement that this number is needed "to 
give the individual class executives a de- 
gree of organization that would be other- 
wise impossible if only one or even two 
people were elected" is a vague and slightly 
ridiculous generality. What is there that 
requires such vast organization? 

This has been the set-up in the" past, 
it is true, but we don't agree that it has 
been a satisfactory system, and wc don't 
think that it ever will be. 

These presumptuous sinecures have 
been hamless enough — they haven't 
wasted our money up to now. We think- it 
unfortunate that they should now be given 
mony, which can be nothing else but wast- 
ed, and hope that this budget will be as 
"minute" as their obligations. We think 
it unfortunate that the whole system of 
student government should lose prestige — 
as we think it will — by the existence of 
so many petty and purposeless elective 
posts. 

Perhaps this is student apathy on our 
l)art, but if so, we think that there is some- 
thing to be said for it.

Dangerous Attitude 

Roprlntad From "Tlie Battalion" ' 
01 Ttxas Agricultural And Mechanical Collegt 



Newsweek Magazine's survey of the 
character and beliefs of the present day 
college students shows that their principal 
desire is to confonn and to have security. 

This study, which appears in the Oct. 
28 issue, states their wish to conform has 
affected their attitudes economically, poli- 
tically, emotionally, socially and philosoph- 
ically. 

'Today's students arc more mature. They 
work harder, study harder. Tliey usually 
want to think things through before mak- 
ing a decision. 

Newsweek explains the draft, influence 
of World War II veterans, and the Korean 
War are primary reasons for this cautious 
attitude. 

No longer do students want to "set the 
world on fire" as did past generations of 
collegians. Above all, they want the securi- 
ty of belonging to a group. And they don't 
want to deviate from its standards. 

As one Northwestei-n university coe^ 
' put it: "You want to be popular, so natur- 
ally you don't express any screwy ideas. 
To be popular, you have to conform." 

If Newsweek is right, this attitude could 
have later tragic consequences even though 
it seems to have developed better students. 

Harvard President Dr. Nathan ^I. Pusey 
told freshmen this year, "Yoxi are perhaps 
too wise, too close to those recently burned, 



to give yourself quickly to easy enthus- 
iasms. And yet it will be a tragic lack, and 
a very unwise kind of wisdom, if your gen- 
eration feels no compelling urge to make 
the world over after its own heart's desire." 

Dr. Pusey's statement is indeed a wise 
one. It does not advocate any unrealistic 
idealism or rebellion against established so- 
ciety. 

It only asks that students think for 
themselves, that they not bury their indi- 
viduality. ' 

No advancement is ever made by blind- 
ly accepting standard procedure and cus- 
tom. Progress is made by experiment, new 
ideas that deviate from established prac- 
tices. , 

These ideas don't come from the gi-oup. 
They are introduced by tliose who differ 
from the standard. They are the leaders. 
Their individuality is what influences 
others and leads to progress. 

Some so-called "screwy ideas" have de- 
veloped into the world's great inventions. 
Their creators are now famous and respect- 
ed. 

The present day student's desire to con- 
form for security's sake could become dan- 
gerous if it tends to snuff out individual 
thought and expression. 

Today's students don't need "to set the 
. world on fire." But they should continue to 
kindle the spark that keeps it alive.
